Theae
things I say to show you that in order
to have the promise of the text ful-
€lled in your case it is not necessary
Jou have phenomenal worldly success.

Notice also that God gives the
righteous the power to extract geod
out of evil and by a divine chemistry
to change the bitter into the sweet
and the harmful into the beneficial.
The promise that it shall be well with
you does not imply that you are to be
free from trouble. There is no escape
from that. We all have family rela-
tions, and some of them will be mak-
ing exit frem this world, so that be-
reavement {s the universal inherit-
ance. So also is financial loss. The
difference between the prospered and
those not prospered is the difference
in the amount they can afford to lose.
The more wealth a man has the more
he can lose, but one man can afford
to leme o millien dellars where anoth-
er man ciunot afford to less cne dol-
lar. ©On larger or smaller scale all
suffer financial loss, Amid the rapid-
ity of the rovelutiens of the wheel of
fitienal mnd international fumauce
manetary perplexity Is as common as
day or might.

So also misinterpretation and slan-
der cams to all who live active lves.
Qur actions, thereughly honest and
above board, may cems under sus-
picion. Every courtroom at every term
of court-hears fllustrations of the de-
lusion of what s called elrenmstan-
¥ial evidence. Innocent men are fined
or imprisoned or electrocuted becanuss
ef an unfertunate esnjunection of
events. YWhnat is trus in eourtreoms
Is truo In all circles of domestie or
social or political ar official life. You
have beon misunderstoed and misrep-
resented or will bs misunderstood and
misrepresentsad. Then how ecan my
text be trua? My explanation s this:
The man withont any divine grace in
his *zart tiuds in these troublas Irri-
tatien and usbelief and welanchelia
and degpair. A Clristinm man finds i
them submission and enlarged views
and divine support and reeonscera-
tion. RBereavement to the worldling
brings Sard thoughts of God and n re-
sistance so violent It dares not fully
exprass iteslf. Bereavement brings to
tha Christinn the theught of heavenly
reunion and a more complete laying
hold of Ged, and a mers tender appre-
clation of the divine preeence, and
deeper gratitude that we were per-
mitied to kave tha departed ono se
leng, and a more lively sympathy for
the sorrown of othara and another evi-
dence of God's love, for “whom the
Lord Joveth he ebartensth.”

With still more abundance is the aix
distributed. An earth full of it. A sky
full of it. Swiftest and strongest eugle
cannot fly mo high ns not to have it in
the nostril or under the wing. And
what afiuence of sunlight! Xoone but
the influlte God could dispense so much
of it. The golden candlestick set on
the blue mantel of the heavens! Sa
great that the Almighty is compared ta
it, the psalmist crying out: *““The Lord
God is & sun.” It ishigh time that w
recognize in our lturgies and in our
fermulas eof prayer the three most
abundant blessings of the universs
which ecme te al!

Bome acientista are now discussing
the opening of communication be-
tiwveen our earth and the planet Mars.
Experiments are being made, but they
will not succeed. We cannot build a
fire large enongh to attract the at-
tention of that world or Iift a lens
pewarful enough 1o see any response
interstellar. We do mot poesitively
kzow that that world is eccupled by
Hring beings, or that if it is occupled
esommunication with them would bhae
desirable. Tt might not be so good a
world as this, and thus cemmunien-
theon with it would be debasing. But
I rejoice to know that Henven is in
toueh with ether worlds, for their
fmpreovement and a depot for glerlous
arrivals. Tt is a thoroughfare between
this world and that wovld and a com-
ing snd geing perpetual. Going out o
tiria world {s as patural as coming in-
to it, but the one {s with pang and
the other is with rapture If we are
fitked for the uplifting process. It
shall be well with you. Now, do net
get so frightened about that asthma
or that ceugh or that {nfluenza or
that threatened poeumenia. The
worst thing that fatal disease ean
do is to usher you into corouation and
enthronement. It shall bs well with
you. Tuke as good care of your health
as you can, have all the aanitary laws,
keep in this world as long as vou
are permitted to stay and then when
the heavenly call comes be glud to go.
I do met care much abont what your
“last words” are going to be. People
put teo much etaphasis on *“last
words.,", 1 woud rather kuow what
yeur words are now, in days of heaith
and with mental faculties in full pla;
—yeur words of Kiudness, your werds
of sympathy, your words of helpful-
mess, your werds of praver %o live
tkat {f you do not say a word during
the last day of your lfe there will be
me doubt here about the place of your
destination. Yon will go right inte
exintly, prophetic, evangelistic, apos-
tolle, cherubic, seraphic, archangelie,
deific presence.

Their minds
are diverted from their school books
and, by this play, they are enabled to
progress and improve in their studies.
What a gad fact it is that little chil-
dren are shut up in our mills from six
in the morning to six in the evening,
with no opporiusnity of geiog out to
play ror even getting s breath of fresh
air. 1 appeal to you ag fathirs who
love your children to do unto these
mill chiidren as you would have your
own cohileren done by. You mey kill
this bill and the frest winds will blow
from heaven the bright suslight for you
and I, and for your ohildron and mine,
but not for the child who works in the

Many
of them were selling their women and
children to obtain money with which to
buy food for the remaining members of
their families. Infanticide is alarming-
ly commin. Parenta driven insane by
want and the erics of their children for
food, which they are unabie to provide,
kill the little ones rather than be forced
to listen to their erios of distress and to
see their rufferings,
